Here in Canada, Canadian Marconi (CMC) go out of the broadcasting business 
and home entertainment product line because they were in a conflict of 
interest situation with the federal government. CMC then focused on the 
design and sales of avionics. 


In March 2007 CMC was acquired by Esterline. In 2019 Esterline was acquired 
by Transdigm. It's hard to keep up with these corporate acquisitions. 
Perhaps there is some connection between Marconi Avionics and Esterline 
purchasing CMC in 2007. 


PS. The Marconi Wireless Company of America only existed under that name 
during the period 1899 to 1919. After that, the Radio Corporation of 
America, assumed control of all intellectual, material ,and operating rights 
of the former MWTCA in 1919, and was granted use of crucial G.E. licenses, 
most important being the Alexanderson alternator. American Marconi was 
dissolved as a corporation in April 1920.

I recently responded to a kind letter. 


Because some have asked, and in the hopes it may 
be of help to others,? I've copied some of that letter 
(with some clarifications) here: 


Some background: 

I (63) am heavy, skin cancer, diabetic and have damaged lungs 
from 17 years of 3-pack-a-day smoking (quit in the late 80s). 
Kay (56) has a compromised immune system, badly damaged lungs 
worse than mine (not from smoking) and type-A blood (all risk factors).

because of my health issues.? I tested positive and a chest scan 
showed very early, light pneumonia in my upper lungs.? They sent 
me to be admitted to a local hospital.? I never got any worse than 
that so they sent me home. 

My doctor was puzzled but glad.? I went home to quarantine 

after two days and a night admitted.? My smell came back while I 
was still at the hospital, enough to let them know the bathroom 
smelled like a septic tank! (LOL) 


Kay was never hospitalized.? Her symptoms were similar to mine. 

That she didn't end-up in ICU on a vent (near 80% fatal last I heard) 
just astonished her lung and immune doctors.??

The 
patent was acquired February 1906. Shortly thereafter, in 1908, Hoskins 
Manufacturing was formed and moved to Detroit. 


The new alloy was 300 times stronger than other types at that time. 
Toasters, dental furnaces and Chromel wire for appliance manufacturers 
were the first focus of Hoskins. The first two were unprofitable and 
were later dropped. The company concentrated on manufacturing the 
Chromel wire. Albert Marsh served as general manager of the company 
until his death in 1944." 


But how does a spool of Chromel wire (most commonly used to make 
positive conductors for thermocouples) factor into this device, 
especially since it appears to be sitting in a separate compartment? 
Pretty doubtful this was used for communications, and I sure wouldn't 
want to have been living nearby when it was in use! 


Among all the mysterious "whazzit" items I remember seeing, this one 
rises to the top.
